Is Imperial Tobacco just blowing smoke? 


Tonacco firm fo pull out

ederal government delays in 
Prinetaning sections of the 

Tobacco Act have prompted 
Imperial Tobacco to notify cultural 
groups across the country not to 
expect sponsorship funding after 
next year. 

That means the Jazz City Fest- 
ival will be short $30,000 in cash 
and the Edmonton Symphony 
Orchestra will be down approxi- 
mately $12,000. 

“When you are always operating 
on a break-even proposition and 
you lose $12,000 in revenue, that 
puts a lot of groups in bad shape,” 
said Donna Lemieux, an ESO 
development officer. 

“I think you'll see a radically 
altered Jazz Festival,” Jazz City 
festival assistant Ken Knight said 
of possible impacts of the sponsor- 
ship cuts. 

The tobacco company, which 
produces Player’s and du Maurier 
cigarettes, is angry thatthe federal 
government hasn’t come up with 
changes to the Tobacco Act, which 
goes into effect next fall. The legis- 
lation restricts the way tobacco 
companies can promote them- 
selves in direct advertising and 
sponsorship of sporting or cultural 
events. Federal Health Minister 
Allan Rock has said he’ll develop 
exceptions which will allow tobac- 
co companies to continue to pro- 
mote Grand Prix motor racing — 
and may loosen up restrictions on 
other events. 

But Imperial Tobacco, in letters 
sent to 20 sport and cultural 
groups during the past week, said 
it can’t guarantee continuing spon- 
sorship after October of 1998 
because it doesn’t know what the 
federal government's plans are. 

Jazz City received one of those 
letters Monday, by courier, Knight 
said. He called the turn of events 
“mevitable” but suggested moves 
by the federal government to 
restrict tobacco sponsorships are 


“stupid.” While the cuts to the 
Edmonton festival would be rela- 
tively small — in comparison, the 
Montreal Jazz Festival receives 
more than $1 million each year 
from Imperial — the impact of 
cuts elsewhere would combine in 


‘an enormous, cumulative hit. 


“It isn’t just the money we get, it 
is the money put into the whole 
circuit. The Montreal festival gets 
$1.3 million a year from du 
Maurier. Toronto and Vancouver, 
we aren’t sure what the exact 
amount is, but they’re probably 
three-quarters of that and if that 
money disappears out of the cir- 
cuit, it will drastically inhibit our 
ability to tour a lot of artists,” 
Knight said. 

“We work very closely together 
... often those three big cities pay 
substantially more and we are 
piggy-backing on it. If any one of 
those big festivals goes under or 
becomes radically smaller, there 
will be a ripple effect across the 
country.” 

Anti-smoking lobbyists like Les 
Hagen, with Action on Smoking 
and Health, say Imperial is bluffing 
and wouldn’t dare drop what it 
sees as important marketing tools. 

“(Cigarette companies) will try 
anything they can to try and delay 
or dilute the legislation by trying 
to strike fear in the heart of sport 
and cultural groups,” Hagen said. 

“Imperial Tobacco is playing a 
game. They know that they have 
virtually no credibility on their 
own and if they want any impact 
on the federal government they 
need to enlist the support of oth- 
ers — in this case it is the people 
they are funding.” 

Bluff or not, the federal govern- 
ment ought to be concerned about 
the country’s cultural groups, says 
Lemieux. Asked if she thought the 
federal government would com- 
pensate the ESO with & cheque for 
$12,000, Lemieux laughed out 
loud. 


“No. They absolutely won't do 
that,” she said. 

Lemieux agrees that Imperial is 
trying to get sport and cultural 
groups to pressure the federal gov- 
ernment. But she agrees that the 
feds should at least delay the new 
restrictions. 

“Giving 18 months for these 
groups to find replacement spon- 
sorships is unrealistic,” Lemieux 
said. “To try to replace the $12,000 
they give us on an annual basis 
takes longer than that. It’s not as if 
there are companies standing in 
line waiting to give us money.” 

Knight agrees. It can take up to 
five years, and no small expense, 
to bring new sponsors on to a fes- 
tival. Last year, Jazz City welcom- 
ed Syncrude on board; Knight sug- 
gests two more new sponsors will 
join up in time for next year’s 
funding. 

But the idea of losing the festi- 
val’s largest cash donor is intimi- 
dating. 

Hagen, though, suggests that 
Jazz City — and other beneficia- 
ries of tobacco sponsorships — 
should relax. 

“You can drive a train through 
the federal Tobacco Act,” Hagen 
said. 

“There are plenty of loopholes 
that allow tobacco companies to 
continue to sponsor sport and cul- 
tural events through broadcast, 
print, direct mail and on-site. What 
more do they want? They’ve got 
every medium covered.” 

So why the plan to drop spon- 
sorships? 

“It’s a bluff. Imperial Tobacco 
will continue to put money into 
sport and cultural events long after 
1998. We’ve seen this before.” 

Knight isn’t convinced of that. 

“We're pretty certain they will 
drastically reduce support in the 
big three cities. There is no way in 
hell they are going to be pumping 
millions into those markets any 
more.

eing an artist is not a job you would choose if you had a choice; it’s a vocation. For Upta 
Gushta, artistic director of Passages — 5 Senses with 5 Seasons, being an artist is an 
unquestionable identity rich with possibilities. ’ 

A classical East Indian dancer and singer, Gushta holds two masters degrees, one in clas- 
sical Indian dance from Allahabad University in India, the other in Indian vocal music from 
Allahabad and Punjabi Universities. 

“We came to Canada in 1989; my daughter got married here and we decided to stay. In 
India I had been a TV and radio singer and a teacher of fine arts, so I started a school when I 
arrived,” she said. Called Usha Kala Niketan (Usha Gupta’'s House of Arts), it is a full-time school focus- 
ing on the art and culture of India. Gushta has collaborated with the Edmonton Opera, Movements, 
Vinok Folkdance Ensemble and Stage Polaris. This weekend, the Brian Webb Dance Company pre- 
sents Gupta’s most recent work. 

Gupta, 53, comes by her artistic nature organically. 

“I started singing and dancing at four and a half. My mother, six sisters, 
son and daughter are all artists.” Passages marks a journey that began 
with a desire to widen her audience base and to play with artists from 
other disciplines. “In ’96 I began to wonder how to share my art with 
other nationalities.” 

She started by consulting with dance/theatre professional Linda Adams 
and came to realize modern and Indian dance have more similarities than 
differences. “The structure, the phrases, the way of working were the 
same,” she explained. 

With help from the Alberta Foundation for the Arts, the Canada 
Council and the Brian Webb Dance Company, she gathered together —, 
five modern dancers (Tania Alvarado, Karrie Darichuk, Karen .¥ 
Guttman, Kathy Metzger and Kathy Ochoa), four musicians (John 
Calverley, Ojas Joshi, Moni Mathew, Reinhardt Berg) and brought 
on Tamara Bliss as modern-dance consultant and costume designer. 

The piece has been meticulously thought through. “I am a very emo- 
tional and sensitive person. I would observe nature like a leaf drop- 
ping from a tree.” That, in turn, would evolve into observations about 
thoughts and feelings inspired by this simple act. “My friends told me 
that I had such beautiful ideas and that I should write them down.” 

Through writing she developed the notion that “the seasons create 
emotions in my body so why can’t I blend senses into seasons to cre- 
ate music and dance?”

“Oooh — I'm like a lava lamp,” 
Stan bubbles. “With globules of 
red, green and blue floating at the 
top of my stomach!” 

Stan stumbles into some divine 
intervention intended to show him 
what horrors are in store if he 
doesn't start living up to other peo- 
ple’s holiday expectations. Coming 
out of the bar, Stan discovers a 
bearded guy lurking in the gutter. 
Yes, it is He Himself, the most 
vexed of all, Jesus Christ. And he 
has a few rants of his own stored 
up under that fuzzy beard. 

In this production, Christ virtu- 
ally defines kvetching. Even so, A 
Kvetchmas Karol rings in a kinder, 
gentler kvetching of the season 
than I expected, but there were 


isolated incidents of holiday 
stress, drunkenness and unneces- 
sary groping, not to mention that 
deep-set feeling of ambiguity. 

There are ghosts (well, one Holy 
Ghost), Jewish merchants, the 
crew from the Nativity scene and a 
bunch of Vikings. Where Dickens 
used the horrors of his time to 
smarten up the lead miser, Generic 
uses modern turmoils: peer pres- 
sure, sentimentality, the all-power- 
ful Guilt and a smattering of sex. 

This gentle but perturbed romp 
brings a special visit from the Jolly 
Old Elf (Dr. Grot) himself. He may 
be the sort of Santa you hook the 
burglar alarm to the chimney for, 
though, or get out your leathers 
for. 

If you haven’t made the good 
doctor’s acquaintance at the 
Fringe, you're in for a shimmering 
treat. If I could whisper into the fat 
man’s ear this year I'd ask for a 
whole act dedicated to the wicked- 
ness of Dr. Grot and his crew. 

The show runs until Dec. 20, 
with those all-important pay-what- 
you-can deals Tuesdays and one 
special 11 p.m. showing Dec. 13.

oes Andrew Rally really hate Hamlet or is he just 
| ee of playing the greatest character ever 

written — and doing it live? Andrew’s success, 
after all, has only been on television where the actor 
is, perhaps, less critical to success than his publicist, 
special effects team and stunt double. Or so he ratio- 
nalizes, as he tries to talk himself out of doing Hamlet 
at Shakespeare in the Park. 

He tries in the face of overwhelming odds. He must 
overcome his pride in having been chosen at all, 
though he knows his casting is only because of his 
soap star status. (Remember Keanu Reeves on stage?) 
His artistic manager, a resplen- 
dently overblown Jan Streader in 
full, fruity German accent, brow- 
beats him with mit ze glory. His 
girlfriend, Deirdre, is swooningly 
overwrought with the masterful 
Hamlet she imagines Andrew will 
become — the apotheosis of 
Hamlet to whom she can give her- 
self, soul and body (they haven't 
yet slept together) 

If this weren't enough, the bro- 
ker he hires to find him an apart- 
ment, loud, brassy, stupid, and 
obliviously tasteless, shows him 
into the previous home of stage 
icon John Barrymore, whose Ham 
let — and personal exploits — 
were the stuff of legend. Actually, 
the apartment could have worked 
to dissuade him if Barrymore’s 
ghost hadn’t shown up. With a 
mission. 

Before Barrymore can “go over to the other side” 
he must pass on the mantle of Hamlet to another. 
Debauched and dissipated though his later years he 
may have been, Barrymore was a magnificent Hamlet 
and sets about his mission with gusto. 

And the play takes off. What begins as a pastiche of 
only mildly amusing and less interesting oddballs 
comes to life. Which really is the point of the play: 
that Hamlet demands and can only be successfully 
realized if an actor assumes the character and not the 
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Hamlet 
a hoot

become Hamlet — proud, passionate, master of his 
fate — as did Barrymore, the perfect mentor. 

John Rivet is John Barrymore. He convinces us so 
effortlessly, so seamlessly that he is Barrymore, that 
we never doubt his ability to turn the technically- 
deficit Rally into Hamlet. The program notes indicate 
that after more than 50 years in theatre, this play may 
be Rivet’s last. If so, he is going out in style. His per- 
formance is flawless. As the master to Jorge Molina’s 
novitiate, Rivet never misses a step. He is graceful 
and proud; hilariously lecherous yet humble; master- 
ful but not above deceit. Nor is his swan song the only 
fine performance in I Hate 
Hamlet. 

Jorge Molina is perfect as the 
small-screen star out of his league. 
As his business manager, wonder- 
fully loud Darrell Stephenson, so 
obnoxiously points out, you don’t 
need talent to do TV — you're a 
front for a production team. 
Molina’s acting is just wooden 
enough yet just lively enough that 
it is almost impossible to know if 
Andrew has the talent to pull off 
Hamlet. Though he has incentive. 

As the carrot dangled before 
him, Deirdre McDavey keeps him 
focused. She is sexy but ditzy: a 
hopeless romantic with sexual 
allure to burn; and Sandy Kordy- 
back does her to a turn. She 
instantaneously switches from 
sighing romantic to panting engine 
of desire. She is absolutely believ- 
able in both extremes (and she is extreme). 

I Hate Hamlet is a good play. Only good because it 
breaks no new ground. The characters are familiar, 
the humor derives mostly from convention, and it has 
no deep message; but it is a wonderful play in this 
production. 

Gail Barrington-Moss proves her directorial skilis 
again and though the entire cast delivers a truly fine 
performance, John Rivet teaches us all what theatre 
can be.

where 10 ft. Henry entertains Thursday, Dec. 11), bands like 10 ft. 
Henry have found a nice social change when heading east to the 
Prairies. 

“The people i in Vancouver, I find, are pretty rude, pretty self- 
serving,” Panic says of her current home town. She says the band 
is surprised when crossing paths with friendly Albertans. 

“The first few days it sort of catches us off guard when some- 
body says ‘hello’ and they don’t want a cigarette or a quarter.” 

On the temperament of Canucks, Panic speaks from experience, 
having called various Canadian cities home. Originally from 
Calgary, she migrated to Montreal to study music, then to 
Vancouver, because “it’s Lotus Land. We got tired of the winters 
and washing the salt off our boots.” 

But there are a few things she misses. “Montrealers deserve to 
be in Vancouver. I've just lived in so many cities and having lived in 
Calgary and in Toronto and Montreal, I just don’t think Vancouver- 
ites deserve to have such nice weather.” 

No matter where the band goes, though, everyone asks the ques- = 
tion: what the heck is a 10 ft. Henry? 

10 ft. Henry was a nightclub that used to run in Calgary about 10 
years ago. “It was an artist-run collective that used to have differ- 
ent bands in and different art up on the walls. It was all run by the 
artists; it was a kind of a cool place.” 

Now Panic lets us in on a little dirt: “my girlfriends and I used to 
sneak in, we were 15 and we'd drink beer with band guys and 
stuff.” 

That artistic collective thing might provide an insight into the 
artistic creativity that 10 ft Henry, the band, hopes to produce. 

They've been described as tribal pop, or percussive pop, but 
according to Panic the most important aspect of the band is the 
melody. 

“We wanted something that was really melodic, really playful 
and easy to listen to and digeSt,” she says. This is what they went 
searching for when the band first formed in Vancouver after she 
and bassist Dragon departed another band and Montreal. They 
were looking for something fresh and new in Vancouver, some- 
thing that wasn’t grunge. 

“T was getting kind of tired of the heavy grunge scene. I really 
like heavy music, but there’s just so much bad live music out there 
that it was ruining people’s faith in live music.” 

While it’s not hard to get caught up in the rhythmic quality of 
their music, with the prominent beat laid out by a couple of per- 
cussionists, Panic hopes the focus ends up elsewhere. “I guess 
that’s the part that sticks out, that it’s different,” she says of the 
tribal-pop rhythms. “But I think what really should be focused on is 
the melodies in the songs.” 

As well as the songs, a 10 ft. Henry performance encompasses 
more than just the tunes. 

“We're very sexy and sensual, with lots to look at. We're all real- 
ly energetic, really different-looking people, trying to create a 
mood, and people usually get up and dance.”

Plisintent writers every so 

often. Or, at least, it happens to 
me; we meet Artist X in some hotel 
for an interview, have a.coffee, 
shoot the shit, chit-chat until the 
label rep is not-so-subtly tapping 
her watch and looking at us point- 
edly, and we walk away thinking, 
“Tf that hadn’t been an interview, it 
would have been one of the nicest, 
most interesting coffee dates I’ve 
ever had.” 

Such was the case with my chat 
with Toronto’s Lori Yates, a long- 
time fixture of that city’s rootsy- 
rocky singer/songwriter scene who 
has recently and pleasantly broken 
out of personal girl-with-guitar dol- 
drums with Untogether, an invigo- 
rating and surprising, but strangely 
frustrating, new album. 

I can’t exactly remember at 
what point during my talk with 


Yates I put down my 
pen. No matter. 
What I got was the 
story of an inter- 
esting and eclectic 
woman, professionally and 
publicly respected with a lengthy 
body of solo and collaborative 
(Colin Linden, Blue Rodeo, etc.) 
work behind her, who hit a rut, hit 
the brakes and took off in a totally 
new direction. 

What happened — after the 
breakup of a long relationship, the 
junking of her television and a 
sweat-lodge revelation freeing her 
from the urgency and necessity of 
“being a singer” — was her intro- 
duction to a fresh young group of 
Toronto-area electronic musi- 
cian/producers known as Opium 
Concepts. 

The result: the burst of creative 
fusion that became Untogether, a 
welding of the best; most soulful 
elements of the art of a “crafted 
songwriter” with the sonic poten- 
tial of studio electronica. Often 
wistful, never angry, but often pas- 
Sive-aggressive, the trancy, trippy 
sounds on Untogether are emi- 
nently listenable.

One who's totally captivat- 
ed and engrossed with the 
story is author Jess Bravin, 
who researched it for 3-1/2 
years, reading thousands of 
pages of testimony and con- 
ducting hundreds of inter- 
views. Bravin is a former 
reporter for the Los Angeles 
Times and San Francisco 
Chronicle; his writing has 
been published in the 
Washington Post, Chicago 
Tribune, Philadelphia 
Inquirer, the Houston 
Chronicle, Harper’s 
Bazaar and Spy. This is 
his first book. 
The hefty, 400-plus 
page book chronicles the 
life of the infamous 
Lynette ‘Squeaky’ 
Fromme, who became 
the outspoken vigilante 
matriarch of the Manson 
Family once Charlie was 
jailed. Intensive back- 
ground is given on 
Fromme’s early years, 
beginning with her 
parental lineage. And 
it’s obvious from the 
get-go that is one family 


that didn’t put the fun in dysfunc- 
tional. 

Once you’re past that back- 
ground, you're into the meat of the 
book. Herein lies the substance: 
the meeting of Fromme and 
Manson; then her subsequent 
indoctrination into his cult. When 
the two first meet on a beach, the 
dialogue reads like a Danielle Steel 
novel: 

“Up in the Haight, I’m called 
the gardener,” he said. “I tend to 
all the flower children.” The 
Gardener. What does a gardener 
do? A gardener . . . plants seeds, 
she realized, feeling dangerously 
exposed. She held her legs togeth- 
er, tightly. 

Whoa, the author’s perchance 
taking a little creative license 
here? 

Now Bravin’s off and running 
and the juice continues to flow as 
he drops names faster than a inter- 
rogated stool pigeon. Emmylou 
Harris’ road manager Phil Kauf- 
man turns Manson on to marijua- 
na, Manson records his songs with 
Beach Boy Dennis Wilson. We get 
all the dirt we can take, right up 
until the notorious Tate-LaBianca 
mass murdering. Then the whole 
thing falls apart. 

Right when you expect the book 
to attain maximum gore, it glosses 
over the murders, using them as a 
stepping-stone to page after page 
of incredibly dry, boring court 
transcripts. This is where the book 
stays, making the latter last two- 
thirds one huge yawn.

If someone doesn’t want a comics-related gift, it’s just because they haven't yet realized they do

ost holiday editions of any 

type of literary column, espe- 

cially here in the usually- 
frozen North, open with a “stay in 
out of the cold and curl up with a 
good book” theme. Often a fire- 
place and a cat are indicated. 

But this year, man! It’s too damn 
nice! I’m in more of a mood for 
iced tea than hot cocoa. But 
still, as you go out shopping 
(in shorts and T-shirt) for 
that special gift this year, 
remember there are only 
two kinds of gift recipient: 
those who would love a 
comics-related gift and 
those that would, but just 
don’t know it yet. 

For the latter, why not take 
the opportunity to expose your 
loved ones to the wonder of 
comics as a serious art form, as 
opposed to the bodybuilders-in- 
tights stereotype? For this pur- 
pose, there are some great heavy- 
weights to stuff stockings with, 
starting with one of the heaviest of 
all: Art Spiegelman’s Maus: A 
Survivor's Tale. 

This hugely acclaimed graphic 
novel is an incredibly thoughtful 
and powerful exploration of the 
Holocaust and its aftermath, focus- 
ing on the conversations and con- 
flicts between the author and his 
father, a death camp survivor. The 
anthropomorphism (Jews are 
mice, Nazis are cats, etc.) might 
irritate some, but in the tradition 
of Animal Farm, it ultimately 
serves as a device allowing the

to come closer 
to the story than perhaps she oth- 
erwise would. 

If a repudiation of the four-color 
superhero stereotype is what 
you're after, why not wrap up the 
book that changed the face of 
comics forever? Some people, 
including myself, go so far as to 
say that Alan Moore’s Watchmen 
might be the greatest comics story 
ever. 

It’s a story of loss, power and 
humanity, set in a world almost 
identical to ours, with eerie differ- 
ences: Vietnam became the 5ist 
state after Nixon ordered the 
world’s only true Superhuman into 
action, forcing VC surrender in 
two months. The resulting wave of 
popularity led to a repeal of the

term-limiting 22nd Amendment, 
and Nixon was victorious in every 
election up to and including 1984. 
Woodward and Berstein were 
killed by a costumed government 
agent. 

Ultimately, Watchmen is about 
the reality of the modern day com- 
ing to grips with the lies of the 
“Golden Age”, the fundamental 
nature of people, costumed or not, 
and the crisis of humanity that 
would come with the possession 
of true superhuman powers. I 
recall someone saying Moore and 
artist Dave Gibbons have done for 
comics what Chaucer did for 
English literature but, hey: settle 
down. (DC Comics) 

A great gift for any dinosaur afi- 
cionado or art lover of literally all 
ages is Rieardo Delgado’s Age Of 
Reptiles, one of the most beautiful 
comics ever published. Both series 
(‘The Hunt” and “Tribal Warfare”) 
are available in trade paperback 
and I can’t recommend them 
enough. 

Told entirely without words 
(cause dinosaurs couldn’t talk, 
eh?), these books are filled cover- 
to-cover with drama, tenderness, 
humor and narrative power. Along 
with colorist James Sinclair, 
Delgado makes you see Jurassic 
Park for what it is: empty specta- 
cle. A warning for those who may 
be squeamish about dino blood: 
perhaps you'd be better off picking 
up Dinotopia. Or a Barney video. 
(Dark Horse Comics) 

And now, something for the 
aspiring young Jack Kirby (or 
Todd McFarlane) on your gift list: 
the venerable How To Draw 
Comics The Marvel Way. The 
bible for pimply (and pre-pimply) 
artists in junior high schools every- 
where since time immemorial has 
come to the information age, with 
Cloud 9 Interactive’s Marvel Super 
Heroes Creativity Center CD 
ROM. Apparently “Marvel Comics 
legend Stan Lee” needs your help 
and has thoughtfully provided “90 
fun-packed lessons” to get you on 
your way. It might not turn the kid 
into a pro, but it should make your 
refrigerator gallery more appeal- 
ing, at least.
